If  you  are  satis¬ 
fied  tell  your  friends. 

The  collection  of  postage  stamps  lot  1514  in  last 
auction  which  I  said  was  worth  $100  sold  for  $115, 
and  I  am  sure  the  buyer  will  be  satisfied.  If  you  have 
a  fine  collection  I  will  sell  it  for  you  if  it  does  not 
take  up  too  much  space  in  my  catalogue.

I  get  many  testimonials  which  are  rarely  printed.  To  most  collectors  they 
are  of  no  special  interest  and  I  have  never  cared  for  notoriety.  Every  year  some 
one  comes  here  and  wants  to  write  me  up  mainly  about  shells  and  they  are  turned 
down. 

Recently  I  had  a  visit  from  a  man  and  his  wife  who  brought  with  them  a  box 
nickels  as  brilliant  as  day  they  were  minted.  All  were  black  and  dirty  and  he 
had  cleaned  the  coins  with  a  new  process  but  would  not  give  the  information  to 
me  claiming  he  had  been  sworn  no’t  to  do  so.  It  is  a  shame  that  information 
of  this  kind  is  not  immediately  made  public  to  the  benefit  of  all.

Like  fairly  complete  series  of  any  clas,s  of  USA  coins, 
Colonial  coins  in  very  choice  condition  as  they  sell  at  real  prices  never  heard 
of  before,  should  have  a  few  patterns  occasionally,  private  gold  coins.  Proof 
coins  either  USA  or  foreign  in  any  quantity  for  cash  or  auction. 
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
